TO  MAGAZINE  SUBJECT-INDEX,  1921 


This  is  the  fifteenth  volume  of  the  Magazine  Subject-In- 
dex or  the  fourteenth  annual  issue  supplementing  volume  one 
in  1907. 

Over  one  hundred  and  fifty  periodicals  are  here  indexed  by 
subject,  and  a  broad  field  is  thus  made  accessible,  as  but  few 
of  these  periodicals  are  covered  by  any  other  general  index. 
American  local  history  is  our  most  important  field,  as  all  the 
State  Historical  Society  periodicals  and  Collections  are  included. 
Art,  Architecture,  Forestry,  Mountaineering,  Exploration, 
Travel  and  Out-door  life  are  also  strong  features.  Certain 
Canadian  and  English  periodicals  are  included. 

Changes  in  the  periodicals  since  our  last  issue  are  few. 
Munsey  having  become  an  all-fiction  monthly  we  drop  it  with 
the  June  1921  issue.  Print  Collector's  Quarterly,  N.  Y,,  of 
which  volume  7  was  the  end,  has  been  resuscitated  in  London, 
and  we  include  it  ^ain  beginning  with  volume  8. 

fVilliam  and  Mary  College  Quarterly  and  IVyoming  State 
Historical  Department  Proceedings  and  Collections  are  new 
to  the  index  this  year. 

Journal  of  American  History  is  gradually  getting  up  to 
date  in  issue,  the  issues  for  1920  and  1921  being  here  included. 
Magazine  of  History  finished  volume  25  in  1917  but  has,  by 
skipping  1918,  1919,  and  1920,  arrived  almost  on  time  with 
the  first  issue  (now  quarterly)  of  volume  26.  Photo-Minia- 
ture has  issued  four  numbers  only,  dated  1921,  but  we  expect 
this  "monthly"  to  be  erratic.  American  Journal  of  Interna- 
tional  Law  has  made  its  Supplement  a  part  of  each  regular 
issue  this  year,  instead  of  a  separate  magazine,  although  paged 
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separately.  Journal  of  American  Fotk-Lore  is  still  quite  far 
behind  in  issue,  March  1921  being  the  latest  we  can  here  in- 
clude. 

Printing  conditions  are  still  abnonnal,  and  our  Annual  is 
still  slow  in  issue  and  too  high  in  price,  for  no  drop  in  print- 
ing costs  is  yet  perceptible. 

We  thanlt  our  collaborators  for  their  cordial  help,  and  the 
Editor  is  glad  here  to  give  especial  credit  to  Miss  Mary  E. 
Bates,  who  has  done  the  entire  work  of  putting  this  volume 
through  the  press  as  well  as  a  considerable  part  of  the  indexing.
